three democratic primaries and two 
republican state conventions at which 
133 republican and 112 democratic 
delegates will be selected as follows: 


New Jersey primaries, 28 republi- 


cans and 28 democratic delegates; 
Ohio primaries. 48 delegates each; 
Massachusetts primaries, 35 republi- 
can and 36 
democratic 
delegates; 


Washington primaries. 14 
republi- 


cans; Idaho convention, 12 republi- 
cans. 


The day will be featured by Sen- 


ator Johnson's "last ditch" fight to 
carry New Jersey and win a foothold 
in the east, and by Major General 
Leonard Wood's simultaneous inva- 
sion of two "favorite son" states. 


Wood has disregarded one of the 


unwritten laws of practical politics 
by carrying his fight into "favorite 
son" territory in Ohio and 
Massa- 


chusetts, as he did in Illinois. In 
Ohio he will be. opposed to Senator 
Warran G. Harding. Their names are 
the only ones on the republican bal- 
lots. 


Battles Favorite SOILS. 


An entire slate has been put up in 


Massachusetts by the Wood organiza- 
tion. The rival candidates arc unin- 
structed but are known to favor Gov- 
ernor Calvin Coolidge. with one ex- 
ception. This is a candidate for dele- 
gate-at-large who is understood lo 
be for Hoover. 


Wood is also working for endorse- 


ment of the Idaho and Washington 
conventions. In Idaho he is opposed 
by Senator William Borah, who is 
stumping the country for Johnson. 
Senator Miles Poindexter is the "fa- 
vorite son" of Washington, but he 
will have competition in the state con- 
vention 
from Wood, Johnson and 


Hoover. 


Governor James Cox is the only 


candidate on the democratic ballot in 
Ohio; Governor Edward I. Kdwards 
is supposed to have everything his 
way in New Jersey, while William G. 
McAdoo is supposed to have the sup- 
port of the Massachusetts democrats.

Senator l.enroot Saturday turned his 


'tins on tlie profiteer. He was preceded 
•iy Senator Capper of Kansas, who de- 
dared Ihe "I'niled States has l»ecoiue a 
robbers* roost." 
Mr. l.enroot was of 


much the same opinion ami wanted to 
send the profiteers to prison. It was an 
excellent duel against the high cost of 
living, and so far as tin- libretto and score 
were concerned left nothing to he de- 
sired.

They "de- 
bated" the railroad problem for six 
months longer than was necessary, still 
further demoralizing transportation be- 
fore the roads were returned lo their 
owners. 


All of this procrastination and evasion 


of responsibility has had the inevitable 
effect of keeping the country on an arti- 
ficial basis It has lowered production, 
crippled

and 
distri- 


bution, added lo labor unrest and aggra- 
vated an already serious economic con- 
dition. The lack of an executive head at 
Washington, throughout the long illness 
of the president, has still further com- 
plicated matters, but legislative incapaci- 
ty or indifference is vitally responsible 
for the situation which the country is at 
last desperately trying to get away from. 


And now Ihe politicians who have 


done nothing to relieve conditions and 
have actually made them worse, shout 
about the high cost of living and the in- 
iquity of profiteering. Of course there is 
profiteering, but it is nothing new. If 
profiteers were prosecuted and fined or 
imprisoned it would be a good thing, and 
if we had a department of justice about 
ten times as large as it is with ten times 
the funds at its disposal it might make 
some headway during the next decade. 
I'rofiteering will stop when production 
gels somi where near normal and when 
other economic l;;ws thai control prices 
are allowed lo function and lo come into 
play. U will not stop because of the de- 
nunciations of politicians at Washington. 
That is all buncombe, playing lo the gal- 
leries for votes. The high cost of living 
will be Ihe most popular campaign cry of 
the year, and it will likewise be the shal- 
lowest and the most insincere. Senator 
I, nrool ought lo place himself above it.
